' bag and baggage, delivering up 11 Enlignes to 
nw” the Feild-Mooſhal , departed : bur of the 1600 
Navus Horn ©Orſe and foote which were inthe towne, 1200 
of them (unconſtrained ) left their Governour 

and Generall Arch to take pay on the Swediſh 

part; the other 400 that marched away were af- 

ter purſued by the Swedes, and the moſt part 

of them put to the ſword, (which is held meaſure 

for meaſure) becauſe the Imperialiſts have often 

done the like unto the Swedes, not keeping any 

agreement which they make with them at the ta- 

king of any Towne. Horne having taken this 

rowne of Memmingen (bcing a place of Impor- 

eance) left a ſufficient Garriſon in it, and went to 

Vime to conferre with Duke Bernard of Saxon.

Shortly after the Feild. Marſhall ( Gu/f«wws 

_ m_ Horve) laid ſtrong fiegeto the Towne of Vberlin- 
> Bo _ s _ gen, and having taker the Suburbs,the Towne was 
_ " fo ſtrongly Sconced, Rampierd, and Bulwarkd by 
the Imperialiſts , within the Towne , ſo that all 

their 
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their ſtreetes were raiſed and made defenſible for- 
rifications, and in a couragious manner they made 
a fally npon the beliegers , where they were 
beaten backe with the loſſe of ſeuenty of their 
men, belides one of their Captaines named 
Petz , with three Lieftenants, and other Of- 
ficers were taken priſoners: The Garriſon be- 
ing in diſtreſic, and doubting oi ſupply , were 
deſirous of an agreement z but the Boores there-

cellency, becauſe ( a diouſly ) they brake 
their premiſe which they made to him at Wan- 
gen, were the cauſe that it held and holds yet our 
againſt the Swedes.

This City 
is hard to be taken, by reaſon that they have con- 
tinually freſb ſupply of viftuals and forces from 
the Cities of Lindaw and. Conſtance upon the 
ſame Lake: which at the laſt his Excellency per- 
ceiving more honourable pothbilities in raiſing 
then in maintainiog the ſcige , lefe — a 
out 
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bout the 18. of May, having loſt before ic about 
100. men: he caufed rhe Village of Buchhorne on 
the ſaid Lake called rhe Bodenſea, to be ſtrongly 
fortified and guarded; where he gave order and di- 
reion that many flat bottomde boats and other 
veſſcls ſhould be made, fo thatitis expe&cd hee 
will once more inveſt Vberlingen, or ſome orher 
Imperiall Townes upor-the Bodenfea, and the: | 
whileſt one part of his forces do lye enquartered 
for refreſhment about Vime, the reſt reryred them- 
ſclves to Bibrach, Rutlingen, and Ravenſpurg, and 
other places adioyningtothelr old quarters. 


. Soone = Pee uk with his Army 
ing in and abonr Stranbingen-(a good Towne 
6+ bis Dnkedome ſaree yeate the kh hea- 
ring that the Feild-marſhall #orme made rowards 
him with his Armic (although it was bit a rg. 
mour at that time) the Duke doubted that Strau- 
bingen would be too weake for his ſafety agaitiſt 
Hornes forces: upon adviceand deliberation with 
his Counceli,he ſpeedily cauſed to be carried from 
'Straubingen 15. peices of Ordnance, all the falr, 
- corne, and other proviſions of vials, to 'Det- 
kendorfe, aſtrong Towne on the Danubia, three 
Germane miles diſtant from Straubingen ; cnten- 
ding there to have his Magazin, and alſo to order 
and ſettle his Campe, expeRing more ſaupplycs of 
men, vicuals, and ammunition from Brauna. 


Vpon the River Tſler in Bavaria, is a good 
Towne, 
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Tawne named Landtſhur from which 'Towne 
ſome Run-awaycs getting to Regenſpurg or Rati(- 
bon, they reported that the Duke was with his 
Armie upon his march againſt Gufavws Horne, 
and that(as the eftate and condition in which him- 
ſc|te and countrey was conſidered) he held it ber- 
ter, being in ſuch an exigent , with reſolution to 
hazard a bartell, and ſo perhaps to ſet Bavaria free 
and cleare from the. Swedes and their adherents; 
or if he loſt the day, he was well perſwaded that it 
could noz be worke than it was cither with him- 
ſc]fe ox his countrey, In which hard ftrait and no- 
ble.ceſolution, Ikcavethe Duke of Bayaria, till time 
informes us of more. certainties. In'the meane 
ſpace the Towne of Regenſpurg hath fortified it 

fe trongly with ſuch. that they feare 
an much gny aſſaules or ficges of the Imperial» 
its. 


The Towne of Rhinfelden, ncare Baſſell upon ,, ,,. 
the Rhine, was ſtrongly blockt up with a ficge by al O th h 
the Rhingrave 0740, the Imperiallifts within the 3,5,,.,, 
Towne being deſperate , and obſtinately bentto Rb;vfelden, 
hold it out tothe laſt man, becauſe no quarter can 
be gotten for them from the Rhiograve. The Im- 
periall Commanders eMersy and Shmid diſpai- 
ring ofmercic, were reſolved tochange their lives 
at the deareſt rates they could there ; whercfore 
they caufed the Towneto be cxceeding]y fortified, 
andthe ſcreets barracadaed, ditched, trenched,and 
rawpered, ſparing neither time, att or labour Om 

| ike 
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like Noble and reſolure Commanders ) left no- 
thing undone that mighr either be for their owne 
honours,orthe Townes defence and ſaferic. 


On the other part the Rhingrave perſiſts brave- 
1y atthe fiege, battering the wals with bis Canon, 
and ſhooting into the Towne, till ſuch time thar 
his bullets had made a good aſſavitable breach, ſo 
thaton the 16. of April he cauſed a hot and furi- 
ous aſſauleto be given, where for the ſpace of two 
houres there was bloudy oppoſition, ſome valiant 
Scots at the aſſault got over the walls , bur were 
not well ſeconded : bur as there is great difference 
betwixt deſperate men, and men that are onely ya- 
liant, ſo the Imperialiſts (diſpairing of mercie) 
fought madly, and defended the Breach with ſuch 
reſolution, that the Rhingrave was forced togive 
eucr, and retire wi:hthe loſſe of 50. of his men; 
The Imperiall Commanders, Mercy and Shmidt, 
(keing themſelues hemm'd round with danger) 
intended to pet ouer the Bridge into the blacke 
forreſt, werediſcouered and beaten backe into the 
Towne by the Colonel! ER whereupon 

eMertzy ſent a letter to his friends and kindred, 
wherein he related the perillovs eſtate he was in, 
and alſo rooke his laſt leave and farewell both of 
_them and the world. 


The Duke Bernard of Saxon Weimar, about the 
20 of May, having removed his Army to refreſh 
themſclves about Noriingen a Towne, and EI- 

wang, 
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wang a Bilhopricke in Swaben upon the borders 
of Franconia, ncere the Dukedome of Wirtem- 
bergh in the county of Hoenlo, himſelfe went to 
the Dict of Franckfort, from whence hee was 


expeRed every day to advance and goe againe 74 Rhine- 
againſt rhe enemy . [n the interim of theſe occur. grave wins 
rence*, his Excellencie the Rhinegrave 0:ho Lo. the ſubarbs 

dawicke gave an aſſault againſt the Suburbs of of Fribargh, 


Fryburgh, in the County of Brifſzck, which 
Suburbs hee wonne, and put more then two hun- 
dred Citizens and Boores tothe ſword : the Im- 
pecialiſts which were ingariſond in the City, re- 
tiredtowards Willingen (by night) leaving onc- 
ly behinde them a good Garriſon-in the Caſtle, 
which by the Rhinegraves forces, was ſo ſtrongly 
battered, that it ycelded on compoſicton, 


About the r 4 of Aprill, one hundred and forty D.Bernards 
Woaggons went out of Regenſpurg to fetch in 479%. 


forrage, but ſome troopes of Imperialiſts ſer up- 
on them, killed, and rooke moſt of the men and 
Waggons; and to requite it, the ſame day the Gar. 
riſon went out, and ſuddenly ſurpriſde and plun- 
dred a Market Towne of the Imperialiſts, called 
Werdt, and brought away the obtained booty 
to rhe Towne without impeachment . or hinde.

This City of Regenſpurg ( in Bavaria upon the 
River Donaw) being rhe Inhabitants, and the 


Swediſh Garriſon doubtfull thac the Imperialiſts 
Bz would 
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wozld-beſtow the belcaguring of it, which they 
knew by intercepted letters, although they were 
promiſed all poſſible ayde and affiſtants from 
Duke Bernard, and the Feild-Marfhall Hcrve , 
yet the Regenſpurgers (as wile and providenrt 
men) ſpared neither day nor night. ro ſtrengthen 
their defences; infomuch as they made a great 
horne worke before the Bridge, and (for their 
better ſecurity): the - Maior Generall hath raiſed 
three Redonts in the under Werth, and morco- 
ver, inall pv where _ __ ſuppoſed _ the 
Imperialiſts may approach, Counterapprochesare 
raiſed;; beſides: rhe water, abont WR is 
laid, the depths of two mens height, in moſt pla- 
ces of the ditches ; inſomuch that the City and 
Garriſon doth not care or much fare any ſiege or 
aſlaule that canbe giventhem. 


The Bavarian Army that marched towards the 
River of Lech, it was (bur not much fea- 
red at Regenſpurgh) that they would have taken 
elcir way thither, bur they marched towards 
Auſfpurgh, of which is related in the proceedings 
of the Imperialiſts. The City of Regenſpurgh (to 
avoyd idleneſſe) ſentout a partee of their forces, to 
ſcowte and deſcric, and with expedition they fa- 
ſtcncd upon cighteene Waggons with corne, that 
were going towards Ingolſtadr. 


The Rendevoyz of the Duke of Bavariaes for- 
ces, were abour Straubingen on the Donaw, whilſt 
the

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the Imperialiſts march very ſtrongly, (about the 
24 of May,)to ioyne ſome of their forces with the 
Bavarians.and the reſt marched in warlike manner 
towards the upper Palatinate, alſo D. Bernard of 
Weymiar matcheth towards Newmark in the uper 
Palatinate, and it was expected that they ſhould 
mecte, which (f they have done) their parting 
cannot be without much blond ſhed. 


Thegood Towne of Kempten in Swabland, 

was hcld by the Imperiall Commander Bray, and 

| being ſtrongly belteged, and furiouſly afſaultedby 

the Swedes, at the end of fixe dayes it was forren- 

dred upon compoſition. The Commander wer 

to Reitaw, wherehe was beticaded, becauſe he fo 
ſlightly ſurrendred the ſaid Towne. 


In the Marquifateof the Eletor of Branden. 7he 7mper:- 
burgh, a Garriſon of forre hundred (Imperialiſts) a/fs /wrren- 
were beleaguted by the Swediſh Generall Maior 4er the towne 

- Leſh, iri the towne of Landsberg upon the River 9 Lands- 
Notoz, which was yeelded on compoſition, that **'8 
the Earle of Shlick, ſhould with the Garrifon, Bag 
and Bagpape, eightcene Enlignes, and two picces 
of Ordnance, march to great Glogaw in Sileſia on 
the Oder, which conditions performed, the Gene- 
rall Maior when hecntred the City,he found twen- 
ty eight pieces of Ordnarice, and a reaſonable 
quantity of proviſion and ammunition, 


| The Fie!d-Marſhall had divers times receinued 
B3 certaine 
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certaine Intelligence , that the Imperialiſts whole 
Army were marching againſt him , and had ad- 
vanced alrcady as far as the River of Lech, hee 
gauc order that all his troopes in the upper Quar- 
ters, (hould ſpeedily come to him, and (amongſt 
others ) hee charged likewiſe the Commander 
Kaneffsky, (that lay at Wangen,) That before his 
departure hee ſhould caſt downe and demolli(h 
the quarter there, andall otheroutworkes which 
he had there raiſed , which hee did accordingly: 
bur in the meane time his Excellency the Ficld- 
Marfhall received Intelligence, that the Imperia- 
lifts whole Army did not march towards him, 
but onely one thouſand Horſemen and ſeven hun- 
dred Dragooners under the command of the 
Count of Furfenbarg, and chat.the Commander 
Gronbercher , who had alſo advanced towards 
him, was already rctired ; whereupon he com. 
manded the aforeſaid Commander Kanefrly to 
returne to Wangen againe with all ſpeed, with 
foure Companies of Horſemen , and torcmaine 
there, which towne the Imperialiſts, ourof Lin. 
daw, Conſtance, and Vbcrlingen intended to af. 
ſauit. 


To which purpoſe and intention with cighe 


hundred men of foot, of the Wolchenſteiveriſh, 
Goiſh, and other Commanded forces , together 
with ſeuen hundred horſemen they came before ir, 
thinking to ſurpriſe the Towne unawarcs,and in 
haſte, becauſe the outworkes were demoliſhed, 

_ they 
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they ſuppoſed they ſhould have an caſic en- 
erances They aſſaulted ie with great fury , andto 
maſter it they laboured extreme bard, leaving no- 
thing undone that might become men of worth 
and valour ; on the ocher ſide che Commander 
with his Swediſh ſouldiers did as Bravely and Re- 
ſolutely ſtand to their defences, for Kanoff5ky had 
fortified the Towne in as good and reaſonable 
manner as the ſhortneſſe of the time would per- 
mit him; ſo that after ſome time of reſiſtance the 
Imperialiſts retired; The Swedes iſſuing ont upon 
them, purſued them till they came to new Raven- 
ſpurg, where ow conſtrained them to fight, 
and put abouc fiue hundred of them to the ſword, 
and brought foure hundred priſoners into Wan- 
gen,which deſired to be taken into ſervice.

Bout the ſame time +, of 
wa May, the City of Hallens- 
xy burg bclonging to the Ele- 
or of Cullen , wherein 
S Colonel] S5wertizenburgh 
with five troopes of Horſe, 

xd INE and ſeventy Foote was 
taken by an onſlate by the Rhinegraues com- 
mand of the Caſtle of Dillenburgh, who with 
ewo hundred and fifty Dragoones, partly of the 
Rhinegraues, and partly of the Naſlawilh Regi- 
ment, and one hundred and fifty foote marching 
thither, thus performed his defigne, Shwertzen- 
bureh , carciull of his cy; kept both _ 
watch, 
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watch, within the towne, and had placed certaine 
Horſemen in the fields adjacent, to skirmiſh with 
the Princes forces if they ſhould come ncere the 
City, and to giuc warning by Alarum of their 
approaching z with theſe the Army which came 
from Dilenburgh met, and rowtcd them after a 
ſhort conflia, purſuing them to the Gates of Hal- 
lensburgh ; Hitherto the Army being advanced, 
the Commander within from the walls , ia a bra. 
ving manner bids them come on, and not to doubt. 
of worthy entertainement. Bur they are never 
dauntcd with words, which feare not to encoun. 
ter with their enemies ſwords , and they which 
while they thinke themſelues ſecure , will ſpeake 
moſt bravingly, upon the apperance of danger , 
doe often turne their backs cowardly ; whilcſt he 
was thus ſpeaking , two petards were applyed to 
two ſevcrall Gates , which inftantly tooke their 
effet. Hereupon Shwartzenburgh by his flight 
ives them their expeRed-welcome, leaving both 
the Towne and Souldiers tothe furie of the Aſlai- 
lants, who pur all which cſcaped not with the 
Commander (which were but few) to the ſword, 
except ſome Officers whom they carried priſoners. 
to Dillingburgh, made good bootie, tooke ſome 
Standards, the Enemies ſaddle Horſes, Coaches, 
and Baggage, and utterly ruined this Regiment, 
which will hardly be raiſed againe : this being the 
ſecond time whercin it was brought to ſuch con- 

fuſion.

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Ie will be nogreat digrefhion from this ſtorie, to 74, comps. 
ſooke backe tothe Imperiall proceedingsat home, ater; wich 
where while that attempt againſt Regenſpurge, Walſtein 
was put in praiſe, inquirie was made both 11 the inquirea «/- 
Court, and Armie, againſt private Conſpirators, '*" 
ſuch as werethought to have beene abertrors, or 
complottors with the late Dake of Fridland in his 
ſuppoſed Treaſon. To this purpoſe Collonel 
Schaffgorſh (who had formerly beene Lieutenant Ls 
Gencrall ro the Duke in Silefta) and his Lieute- 
nant Collonel Freyberger, were both firſt broughe 
priſoners to Vienna, and thence remitted to the 

; Armic, where by ſome of the Emperours Coun- 
. cellours joyntd in Gommifhon with the Coun- 
z ceil of Warre, they, and divers others, were tryed 
for their lives, convicted of Treaſon,and adjudged 
to dye; Vpon the day ofexecution,the Duke Hem. 
_ on _ C—_— the —_— Shlif, 
$caffgot(h, and Sheffienberger were dr t apon 
the {caffol at Pio, had - lives (; _ te 
by reprive, orpardon,, and ſo were carried backe, 
as priſoners to Viennaz where alſo, Schaffgerſh bis 
goods (as ſince weare certified) arc alſo confiſcate, 
and his children clapr up in pziſon. But che Sunne 
{hined not ſograciouſly upon thereſt, the miſts of 
indignation , which hung over their heads, fell 
downe in a tempeſtuous ſtorme of vengeance-ſix- 
teen: Rirmaſters, and Captaines, whoſe names are 
unknowne, cight Senatours of Pilſen , theſe five 
Collonels Sparee, Kehranſe, YVlifelt, Wildberger, 
and Moherwaldt, and theſe two Licutenant Collo-

The loſle of Regenſpurg, formerly mentioned, 
ſo much diſcontented the Imperial! partic , \that 
the Czſarcan Armie in Bohemia, augmented: 
with a new addition of men. levycd- out of Au- 
ſtria, and -2000. Hungarians, and the Bavarian 
forces under the Generall Cdhringer, were ap- 
pointed to joyne together, to regaine it. To 
which purpoſe a certaine time and place was ap» 
pointed for their generall Randevouz ,. but the 
Armie in Bohemia refuſing to march forward, 
eill they had firſt receiued their pay, the King of 
Hungary, Sonne to Ceſar, who was ingaged per. 
ſonally in that defigne, diſcontentedly returned 
againe, and in a manner, retyred to Badweiſe, ad- 
journing the Randevouz toa further day , the 
Officers of: the Armie being in rhe meanc time 
imployed to borrow ſuch ſummes of money , as 
they could take up of the inhabitants of the Coun. 
trey, for their-preſent ſupplies. This untoward: 
beginning,ſeemed to preſage 25 unhappie an ifſue: 
for afterwards, when they were almoſt met, a- 
bout the 5; of May, the Duke B. of Weymar 
hearing that the King of Hungaria was quarter- 
ed upon the River of Nab, and _//tringer with 
the Bavarian Armie betwixt the Donaw and Re- 
genſpurg, went inſtantly with his Armie to Kel. 
keim, whence. making a bridge of Boats over the 

Riucr 
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Rigcr of Donaw, hce marched towards Regenſ- 
purg , Whither hee ſafely arriued, May 55. The 
newes. of his ſudden comming was ſo terrible to 
the Enemic , that thereupon they preſently rery- 
red ouer the Riucr towards the Palatinate , ci. 
ther miſdoubting their owne ſtrength, to adven. 
tnre upon a fight, or thinking it wiſcdome to 
ſecure themſelnes by flight, till their united forces 
were made ſtronger. But yet this retreat was 
not ſecure, and free from for the Duke Bey. 
nerd, whole vigilant eye watched all occaſions 
of advantage, purſued them , and ouertaking the 
Reare, cut off three hundred Crabats , amongſt 
whom was the Commander Pleskowirs ſlaine, and 
(as they of Franckford write) tooke foure hun. 
dred prifoners, and ſorne VVaggons loaden with

This being done upon Friday, the next day be. 
ing 3. org Duke Bernard intending to for. 
tific the paſſages againſt the reinvaſion of the Ba. 
varian and Imperiall Artics, and to hinder their 
marches, commanded 40o of his Musketteers to 
take the hill Weinberge, which they did accor- 
dingly, ſent the Colonell Hoſweber, with 500 
Maskettceres, and 200 horſe by boate over the 
River of Regen, and chaſed that part uf the ene» 
mics Army which was lodged in Salam, Reins 
hauſen, and the old Brewhouſe at Weilts, taking 

ſome of them priſoners, Weinberg being thus ta-. 
| ken, his Excellency "OR ſome of his — 
3 the 
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the enemy alſo bringing ſome of his Canon tothe 
Hill Galgenberg, which Artilery whiles it was 
playing each upon other, the enemies horſemen 
paſſed through the River of Regen, and (hewing 
themſelves before the troopes of his Excellency 
there after ſome s$kirmilhes, were driven backe 
over the River, in which confli& the Generall 
Maior Cerville, was {hot through the body with 
a wyar ballet, whereof he died immediately. 
Theſe counter-ſ(cuffles betwixt the Armics, were 
but preparations, for the maine deſignes of both 
artics, the Duke of Weymar on the one ſide, 
henks eaking opportunity for the better fortifica- 
tionof the Citie, not onely by keeping backe the 
enemy from intrenching himſelfe berwixt it and 
the Donaw, but alſo they by ſtrengthning the Ga- 
riſon within it, which now conſiſts of foure Regi- 
ments one under the charge of the Colonel Xag, 
another under Heſvebr, a third under Brineklen, 
& the fourth under the. Count Thern,thatthey are 
thought ſufficient cnough to defend the. Citie, 
though the enemy ſhould get over the. Donaw, 
and approach neere to it, andthe Bauarian Army 
onthe other ſide more cafily ioyning 'it ſelfe with 
the Imperiall under the King of Hungary, both 
which rogether confiſting(as ſome writc)of 30000 
foor, and 15000 horſe, if they met not-with rcſo- 
lute reliſtants, would appeare moſt formidable. 


| Andnow both parts buckle themſelves to the 
bufineſſe, Duke Bernard of Weymar planting 
himſelfe 
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himſelfe berwixt Kelheim and Ingolſtadt,themore 
conveniently to ioyne with Gaffevau Horve if 
necd required; the Imperialiſts applying them- 


ſelves tothe lege, plancing their Ordnance, inten» Regen, bat-

cond make a ſufficient breach by. batterie. Herup- 
on May 25. Iune;. withan hundred pieces of Ord- 
nance, mounted upon the Weinberg, (which the 
Weymariſtshad forſaken, as being a place of no

charge,and no great damage to the Regenſpurgers. 
Preſently after, they thade an aſſaule w_— the 
Sconce; Wheretheſuburbe of Hoffe ſtood former.

Once before , about mid ſay hee had ſent his

from Orſoy, to betake himſelfe to the ſeruice'of

Pranckfurt vpon the Maine, leauing the reſt of 
his Forces with George Duke of Lunenburg, who 
withour delay , ſummoneth the Tity to bee ſur- 
rendred vnto him, or contrariwiſe if they would 
not yceld, ro expe nothing elſe but all manner 
of hoſtility. The Conditions propounded by 
the Duke were theſe. 1. That they ſhould haue 
free exerciſeof Religion. 2, That they thould 
pay no ranſome at all 3. That they ſhould take 
ina gariſon of Swedes, whom he would maintaine 
at his proper charge. 4. That they ſhall returne a 
dire and politiue anſwere to theſe propoſitions 
within 4. dayes. What their anſwere is to theſe 
demands is not yet made knowne, but ſure their 
preſent neceſſities will rather perſwade(if not in- 
otce them) to a peaceable and ' ſafe conformity. 
then after-hopes allure them to hoſtile dange- 
rows obftinacy : This is certaine,the 22. of ay, 
Tune 27a Partee of 1000.'ſtrong ;- fallied out of 
the City to goe to Shonflieth to ferch Vidtualls 
and Fodder for the Horſes, thither they ſafely a- 
rived,bur in their returne were met by ſome Heſ- 
ftans and 'Swedes inthe Army, whopur 800. of

confuſion : Such 1s the ſtate of the Leaguiſh in 
AP , and ſo for this time wee mult leaue 
tnem. 

Before theſe attempts vpon Hamme and Mun- 
per,the Heſciſh horſemen which lay in Soeſt, ſur- 
prifed a troope of Imperiall Horſe , whom they 
beate, and carryed away 150. Horſes : This was 
done 4ay 11. 21. and this defeate done by the 
Heſiians, about the ſame time, was ſeconded by 
another, giuen by the Naſonian Ritt-maſter 
Frantz, to the Licutenant Colonell Kneckenwe- 
bellyrho ranging abroad with 80. horſmen of the 
Leichenfeldifh Regiment, was met by the Ritt- 
maſter, where after a ſharpe fight the Imperiall 
horſemen were all put to the ſword , ſaving the 
Licutenant Colonell himſelfe and 3.or 4. others 
which eſcaped with him by flight. 

And now wee may make alittle digreſſion to 
the Swedes themſelues, who are not more aftine 
abroad, then their Gouernours are carcfull at 
home, who knowing the ſuccefle of warre, not 
to depend onely vport the, managing of their 
Armes, but mature confultation and wiſe di- 
re&tion; about the beginning of April? called 
a Diet at Stockholme 1n Swedland; where be- 
ſides raking order for the magnificent Funeralls 
of his Maieſtic of ever bleſſed memory , at New-

that they ſhould nor dare to uſe any preachin

den with money were fent into Bohemia to
